THE MEANING OF XHE WAR IN THE 


EAST. 


The war which began iu Egypt on 


Tuesday morning by the bombardment 
ot tho city of Alexandria, will not be of 
long duration. But it is an important 
war, not only to England who began the 
attack on Tuesday, but to all Europe, and 
oven America, whose sympathies will 
naturally be on the side ot England iu 
this contest, will watch the struggle with 
more thau ordinary iuterest. 


The causa of the trouble is the control 


oit tee Suez Canal. 
Although Egypt 


proper has a population ot little more 
than 5,000,003, and 
hai 
only 
5,500 


square miles of cultivated land, its com- 
merce amounts to 8150,000,000, and it 
commands tho vastly more important 
commerce oE the canal. To .England, tho 
protaction of the Suez from Egyptian 
uad Turkish interference has become a 
national 
necessity. 
It 
will 
be 


remembered 
that 
tho 
great 


work of uniting tho waters o£ the Medit- 
erranean and Piod Sea wns completed in 
1809. Through tho skill and statesman- 
ship of Lord BeacousBeld, tho then En- 
glish premier, tho government ot Great 
Britain became the owner, by purchase, 
of nearly 200,000 of the dOO.OJO shares oE 
the Suez Canal block, paying tho Khe- 
dive of Egypt the sum ot S20,400,OCO 
tuerefor. At first it was not a paying 
investment. In 1870. but JSO vessels went 
through tho canal, and tho receipts were 
not quite 
§2,000,000. 
But in 
1831, 


the number o£ vessels which passed 
through tho canal was 2,727, and tho earn- 
ings were SIO.551,800, and 82 per cent. of 
the traffic belonged to England. 
From 


this it will bo seen that England has an 
important interest m tho canr.l, holding 
fully one-halt of tho bonds, and beside 
that tho English capitalists have invest- 
ed very largely in Egyptian and Turkish 
promises to pay, and to protect those is 
the duty of tho British government. 


Thou again, years ago, Egypt borrowed 


largo sums of money from. England and 
France, and since theu has paid no part 
of the principal. Thcu "fco satisfy and se- 
cure tho English and French bondhold- 
ers, Egypt agreed to allow tho represen- 
tatives of these two nations a share of 
control ju the internal adniishatiouof her 
affairs. And accordingly two resident 
Consuls took up their fpeimanout abode 
at the Egyptian court and palace, and 
virtually exercised a good deal of power 
over all tho public, movements of the 
Khedivo. Arabi saw this, and eutoicd 
upon a crusade to overthrow it, and tho 
present war is the result." 
Of course 


Araba undertook also to prevent English 
commerce from going through the canal, 
and tins hastened tho bombardment of 
Alexandria. 


It is said that the war could bo speed- 


ily stopped by tho intervention of tho 
Sultan ot Turkey who has au immense 
revenue from Egypt, but ho evidently 
doesn't want any war in his lot and por 
tioa this time, and will let Arabi Be> 
fight it out to suit himself.. When Arab 
makes up bis mind to respect tho stipu 
lation entered into between England aui 
Egypt iu regard to the British capitalists 
in 
Alexandria, 
and

ish commerce on that great highwa 
ot nations, tho Suez Canal—tho war wil 
end. 


It is said that in tLo operation ot tho 


canal, it cannot be used without fresh 
•water. It runs through a saiuly waste 
and there is no fresh water within 100 
miles on one side and 500 on the other. 
" Tho fresh water with which Port Said, 
lamaila and Suez, tho three stations 
along tho canal, are supplied, comes from 
the Nile through a canal at Boulak, near 
Cairo. Should Arabi Boy shut oft' this 
supply, the canal would bo useless uud 
great distress caused. As ho is iu posses- 
sion ot Cairo, tho people along the canal 
arc at his morcy."

The Caliph, 
however restored Amra to power, who 
with an army drove the the Greeks with- 
in the walls, and it was not until tbe city 
was nearly destroyed that it surrendered. 
From this time forward the place declined 
until its mm was completed in 9G9 by the 
founding of Cairo, and tho discovery of 
tho route to the east by the Cape of Good 
Hope in 1467 ruined its commerce, and it 
sunk out of Bight until the beginning of 
the present century. Its site in tho mean- 
time has been changed. The new city 
stands paitly ou what was the island of 
Pharos, now a peninsula, but mostly on 
the isthumus by which it is connected 
with tho mak. land. The ancient city 
was on the mainland adjacent to the mod- 
ern town. It was formerly surrounded 
by a strong wall, but this has gone to 
inina or has b(:en torn down to make way 
for improvements. Ju the Turkish quar- 
ter tho city is irregular and dirty, aud its 
general appearance as a whole IH any- 
tl'in" but emiting. The principal hotels 
ana shops are in a great square, the cen- 
ter of which is plantod with trees aud 
provided with seat3. Tho city is indebt- 
ed for its prosperity to the advantage o£ 
its position for trade. This position was 
lost by the discovery of the Cape ot Good 
Hope route to tho Enst, and its popula- 
tion dropped down to GOCJ from (JLJ.OIJ. 
It obtained a new start iu 1820 by the 
construction of tho Mahmondieii canal, 
at a cost of 81,5C3,CDo, and it became the 
center of steam navigation aud the prin- 
cipal station on the overland route to In- 
dia, 
In 1836 a railroad, was built be- 


tween Alexandria aud Cairo, and extend- 
ed to Suez and the cotton districts oE the 
Dulta. 
• Alexandria has two ports, one in 


tho cast and the other on tho west, iho 
population is of mixed character, num- 
bering in 1871 219,092 of whom 5:-J,82G 
were foreigners.

THE EGYPTIAN AllJIY. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Egyptian 


army was organized by American oflicew 
and no doubt owes its efficiency, it it 
luiHuny, to them. The New York Her- 
ald publishes to-day a very interesting 
account ot the experience o£ those Amer- 
ican officers in Egypt. 
They went to 


E^ypt in 1SG7, nearly all broken in for- 
tune" and filled with high hopes in their 
employment. It was through General 
Thad. P. Motfc, son oC Dr. Valentine 
Mott, who had made his way to Constan- 
tinople and thero married a Greek lady, 
that these gentlemen were induced to en- 
ter the services oE the Khedive. Gener- 
al Mott served in Italy, aud afterward 
rose 
to 
tho 
rank 
ot 


Brigadier General iu the Federal army 
during the late civil war. The best known 
ot thess Americans was General Charles 
P. Stone. It was not long before the 
American officers began to feel hostile 
pressure from two quarters—one from t e 
American Consul General, Colonel O.eo. 
B. ISutler, and from tub English influ- 
ences prevailing in Cario and Alexandria. 
There followed some personal encount- 
ers and general bickering disgraceful to 
all concerned, and as a body among the 
Christian colonies oE those two cities 
t iese two gentlemen soon lost any col- 


stive standing. Individually, however, 
hey were soldiers of established reputa- 
;ion, the larger proportion being from the 
oniederate army, and they have nearly 
11 led very adventurous careers, bptli 
jetore aud after leaving the Egyptian 
ervice. 
It is hardly probable that any of the 


American oflicers will participate iu the 
trugf le with the exception of General 
Stone, and it is extremely doubtful it he 
will be permitted to retain any important 
ommand if n religious war grows out of 
he present situation. Few of tho officers 
now live to see the fruit o! their labors. 
There is a large number of Americans 
and officers everywhere who will watch 
the result of the fighting as au evidence 
of what our military task-masters can do 
with African material.

A Singular Gypsy Tribe. 


A wandering tribe, which has caused 


some curiosity in Madras, may possibly 
be identified with n singular class of 
Gypsies known by tho name of Mayadds, 
who visited Lahore in 18GS, and. a cu- 
riouB and interesting account of whom is 
published in a memorandum written by 
Dr. Leitner, and printed by the Punjab 
Government. 
In that year ft large 


crowd ol them arrived on foot ana in 
carts from Afghanistan, aud encamped 
for some little time in this place. They 
spoke a peculiar jargon among them- 
selves, though when within earshot of 
Europeans and Indians they spoko Per- 
sian. At first, it seems, thero was a 
difficulty in identifying even their place 
of obode, but officers from various parts 
of India affirmed that tho noisy and 
quarrelsome strangers were in the way 
of passing periodically between this 
country and Central Asia, and that they 
had an unpleasant habit of looting vil- 
lages on their route. 
Mayadds were al- 


ways armed on reaching the Indian fron- 
tier, a fact for which they accounted by 
saying that they were Shiahs, whom, 
as every one knows, their Sunni co-relig- 
ionists sometimes sell as slaves. ' 'When," 
says Dr. Leitner, " I visited their en- 
campment their frantic gesticulations, 
and the hurling of children by one 
woman to another in order to emphasize 
her rage, reminded me of a scene re- 
corded in my account of the Gypsies of 
Turkey when a case wa_s decided in favor 
of that side in a tribunal contention 
which could dance most obscenely and 
use tho strongest expressions while ad- 
vocating their own cause." Others o! 
the same tribe appear to have visited 
Lahore in 1870. 
Their Centra! Asiatic 


home is said to be Khorasan, and it 
eeems that their journey from one coun- 
try to the other and buck extends over 
many years.

The original city of Alexandria was 


founded by Alexandria the Great, 332 B. 
O. It had a circumference fifteen inilea 
and 50 B. C. contained a population of 
500,000 freemen aud about an equal num- 
ber o£ slaves. .Lake Mareotis was on its 
south and the Mediterranean on the 
north, with tho Necropolis on the west 
and the Hippodrone on the south. In 80 
B. O. Ptolemy Alexander bequeathed the 
city to the Homans but owing to civil 
disturbances in tho empire into which 
Alexandria was drawn, it was 30 B. C. be- 
fore the city submitted to Augustus. 
It 


was made an imperial city, governed by 
a prefect appointed by the Boman Em- 
peror, in which condition it continued 
until 196 A. D., when Severe*' restored it 
to a municipality. It regained its old 
prosperity, until '215 A. D., whou Emper- 
or Caracalla ordered the murder of all 
youths capable of bearing arms,'an order 
which resulted in a general massacre of 
the inhabitants. This disaster was soon 
overcome, however, and Alexandria again 
flourished as the tirst city in the world, 
aside from the Konian capital itself. A 
number of! insurrections, reduced its im- 
portance, and in 016 was taken by the 
Persians, and again in 640 by tho Arab- 
ians, after a scigo of fourteen months. 
Arma, the Arabian commander, wrote the 
Caliph Ornar that ho had taken a city 
containing 4000 palaces, 4000 baths, 12,-

Epplug Forest. 


Epping forest is a strip of picturasqno 


»nd varied country, ranging from a. quar- 
ter of a mile to two miles in width and 
extendinjr ten milas in. length, fran Wan- 
Bteud on" the east side of London to 
Eppiag. Its area is 5,GOO acres. Origi- 
nally it was much larger. The forest of 
Essex, or royal forest of WulUuim, m 
the time of Henry III. included almost 
luo wbolo country, and had the aclvan- 
Uifo over the new forest of being allo- 
t-other natural growth, its oaks having 
come down from Drnidical days 
The 


ownership "of the actual soil remained 
vested in the lords of the manor, subject 
on the ono hand to the King's right of 
freo hunting, and, on the other, to the 
commonablc rights claimed by the free- 
holders and copyholders. 
In the time of 


Charles 1., whcu the boundaries of the 
forest wore definitely settled, its extent 
was sixty thousand acres, of which area 
four-fifths had been inclosed by private 
land-owners, though without prejudice 
to tho royal right of sporting over it. 
Duriii"- the last century the average an- 
nual yield of the royal hunting was six- 
teen doer, while other folks entitled to 
the same privilege killed about forty-two 
head more. The land-grabbers and com- 
moners had lavished the timber sad.y, 
yet in 1798 there were 3,000 oaks stand- 
ing which girthed more than thirty feet. 
An annual fair had been established in 
1767 
for the first Sunday in July, tho 


annual stag-hunt on Kaster Monday has 
always been one of the cockney holidays, 
and the "lopping" in the fall was another 
occasion of jollity, the warden and ten 
verderera, meanwhile utterly neglected 
their duty, so that land was stolen, trees 
were killed, and deer were driven away. 
Lord Mornington, the hereditary warden, 
behaved like tho dog intrusted with 
the caro of his master's dinner, not only 
did he not defend the public rights, but 
he enclosed 440 acres at Waustead at 
one grab. The Verdure's followed his 
example, and as the only ofliuer of the 
oourc was Lord Moruington's lawyer, 
the efforts of the sole honest guardian, 
Colonel Palme i1, were in vain. 
Mr. 


Oopeland began an agitation in Parlia- 
ment in 181-', but without success, for 
the commissioners of woods and forests 
aided the spoilers by selling the crown 
rights for the mere pittance of $90,000. 
This was 5n ISol, when the opun forest 
included nearly G.OOO acres. Between 
that, time and 1871 it dwindled to 3,000. 
The lord of tho manor would move out 
his. 
fences, build on the ground thus 


stolen, and threaten "trespassers" with 
legal penalties. 
At last it became the 


practice to inclose whole tracts in the 
opon—to "squat" as we would say, and 
the whole forest would have vanished if 
tha Lord of Loughton had not been 
too greedy. In 18G-1 hu scooped in 1,300 
acres at once, buying the crown right for 
a trifle, and granting about 350 acres to 
tho commoners of his own manor, so Uiat 
they made no objection to his putting; a 
fence around the remainder. Unluckily 
for -him, the inhabitants of Loughtou 
claimed tho right since the time of King 
Harold of cutting the boughs of the trees 
in the waste land for fuel from the llth 
of November to the 23d of March of each 
winter, tho conditions being that they 
were not to kill the trees or spoil the 
looks of the forest, and when he built a 
fence to keep them out the old laborers, 
whose winter's lire wood was at stake 
(and who, besides, have an inbred re- 
pugnance for all inotosurcs), pulled down 
the fence anil cut their fagots, to assert 
their right. An old man named Thomas 
Willinglile was tho village hampden who 
who led this revel",. Tho lord of the 
manor prosecuted the trespassers, and 
one of them, a consumptive boy, died 
just as he was released from jail, of 
course intensifying local feeling. 
A 


number of public-spirited men formed 
the Commons 
Preservation Society, 


headed by the present Lord Mount- 
Temple and Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, which 
started a crusade to save all the metro- 


that a sturdy public spirit still exists in 
rich and poor alike, also casts a strange 
light on the land system under which 
such wholesale thefts can bo committed 
at tho very gates of London aud in thu 
middle of the nineteenth century.—

into chancery aud won it. This victory 
saved tho parish o£ Loughton, but grab- 
bing went on elsewhere, and at Citing- 
ford the lord of tho manor actually 
inclosed 400 acres without bothering to 
buy the Crown's rights. A hard fight 
ensued, only the buxtotis of the seventeen 
land-holding.families opposing the sys- 
tem of inclosure,:but Mr. Fawcett took 
the case into the Commons and fought 
his own liberal Government. Even when 
the Government had to move it proposed 
to civo tho lords of the manor the 3,000 
acres they had stolen and 2,000 more, 
and out of the remaining 1,000 to apply 
'400 to satisfy the commoners, giving the 
public one-tenth of tho land for six parks 
of 100 acres each. This impudent 
proposition was promptly slaughtered, 
and a royal commission was ordered to 
report a'plan for preserving and man- 
a<nna: the forest in the interest of the 
°i ,p 
public. 


Just at this moment the London com- 


missioners of sewers bought the old 
manor of Aldersbrook for a ceinotery. 
la Charles I.'s time the lord of this 
manor claimed for himself and tenants 
rights of common of pasture throughout 
the length and breadth of the forest 
waste, and the corporation sued in chan- 
cery to establish its rights. In 1874 the 
city of London won its case, allinclosures 
since 1851 being declared illegal. 
The 


ftght lasted four years more, as thu Gov- 
ernment tried to save not only the lots 
that, tho grabbers had sold to innocent 
third parties, on which those latter had 
built, but the lields the grabbers had not 
built upon. 
At u critical moment one of 


tho "preservationists." Mr. CleorgoBur- 
ney, loaded several 'buses with laborers 
and went and tore down every fence, 
daring tho land-thieves to rebuild them. 
The 
final 
result was 
the 
appoint- 


ment of 
Sir Arthur Hobhouse 
as 


:solo arbitrator and tho granting to 
' Srjnooent buyers and builders of just so 
' niiibk land as, would make their dwell- 
ings ' habitable. Altogether, instead of 
the-'GOO acres offered in 1870, the Lon- 
doners have recovered 5,GOO acres to be 
free to them forever as a park and recre- 
ation ground. 
The cost to the city has 


been about 81,250,000, of which §900,000 
was raised by tho London corn trade, 
the dealers having in 1872 arranged to 
pay three-sixteenths of a penny on every 
hundred-weight of grain brought into 
port of London during a period of thirty 
years. The people of Loughtongot§>35,- 
000 for surrendering their claim to the 
"lop-wood." 
The forest is being im- 


proved and planted, roads have been 
opened, the waters have been stocked 
with fUh, the "forest blacks," formida- 
ble tribes of tramps, have been expelled, 
the deer and all birds and boats have been 
taken under protection. 
By an act of 


poetic vengeance Wanstcad Park has 
been acquired. The land-grabbing Karl 
of Mornington stripped it of its timber, 
and sold the mansion, the finest in Essex, 
piecemeal, to satisfy his creditors, but 
the thirty-acre lake remains a thing of 
benuty and a joy forever. 
Lord Morn- 


ington,the Duke of Wellington's nephew, 
died 
a blackguard and a scoundrel, 


rained by his creditors, having broken the 
heart of his beautiful wife, find having 
been declared by the law unfit to live 
with his children. 


Such is the decidedly curious story of 


Epping forest, which, if it shows that the 
English courts will still do justice,, and 


New Zealand lias sull'erecl grievously 


from tho ravages of thcso gentlest of 
furry foes. 
About twenty year.-; ago ;\ 


colonist brought seven rabbits from tho 
old country to his new homo at Invcr- 
cargill in the southern isle. It was 
thought that to turn these adrift on tho 
bleak .sand-hills along the coast could not 
fail to provo a benefit to tho colony. 
For some years this answered capitally, 
and 
the colonists enjoyed excellent 


shooting on the links (as such a seaboard 
is called in Scotland.) 
But ore long tho 


rabbits increased to such an extent that 
they cropped every blade of grass aud 
even devoured the roots, which alone 
bound tho light sand-hills and prevented 
them from blowing over tho better soil 
inland. Very soon this evil occurred, 
and the land was greatly injured. 
Then 


the farmers on tho soaeoast began shoot- 
ing and trapping in earnest; but by this 
time some more rabbits had been im- 
ported to Otago, and from these two 
centers the mischief rapidly spread. 
Considering that each rabbit breeds 
eight times a year, and produces an av- 
ora»'e of six young at each litter, it is 
easy to perceive how rapid must be their 
increase. 
On tho other hand their foes 


are few, the settlers in the interior living 
eight or ten miles apart—a lonely life, 
iu truth, where perhaps half a dozen 
men herd the Hocks which range over 
fifty thousand acres. 
It became evident 


that those shepherds could never cheek 
the progress of the evil without assist- 
ance, so man were hired to ferret, trap, 
shoot or worry the invaders. These 
men traveled with largo packs 
of 


dogs, numbering 
from one to two 


dozen. They woro paid at the rale of 
2,1. a.skin. It was, however, soon found 
Unit the sale of skins fetched less than 
they cost, while the presence of strange 
dogs disturbed tho sheep and oftun re- 
sulted in their being worried. The sheep- 
runs being in general tracts of crowu 
l;uid, merely rented by the fanner for a. 
limited term of years for the purpose of 
rearing stock, it was found in many 
cases not to be worth tho expense of at- 
tempting to cope with the mischief. One 
cure after another was tried, such as 
stopping tho burrows with cotton-wasto 
saturated in bisulphide of carbon, but all 
wore successively given up as useless 
efforts to moot so wide-spread an evil. 
In. many eases itwv-s found that the land 
could no longer support one-fourth of 
its former number of sheep, so the holders 
were absolutely compelled to throw up 
their leases and abandon their runs. The 
extent of thu ravages could hardly be 
credited were it not for thu eut-aml-dry 
statistics of tho rabbit nuisrmce commit- 
too. 
1 may quote a few extracts from 


tho evidence of many gentlemen own- 
ing large sheep-runs in the provinces of 
Otago and SotitliCautorbury. Many begin 
by seating how incredulous they were at 
first that rabbits would even take to the 
new country sufficiently to afford them 
sport. 
All too quickly their eyes wore 


opened. For instance, in South Canter- 
burv, 
Messrs. 
Cargill and Anderson 


killed fifty thousand rabbits by poison 
a year ago, but in the. following spring 
their sheep-run was just as densely 
peopled by them as though not'one had 
perished. 
Mr. Kitchen states that he 


kept nearly a hundred men working as 
rabbit-killers for four mouths, and suc- 
ceeded in clearing his hind. 
Now they 


arc worse than ever. Mr. Roes says th;:,t 
ho killed 181.),000 last year, and his em- 
ployer, Mr. K. Campbell, 
expended 


il:j,"000 in one year in attempting to keep 
down'the post on his rims of 108,000 
acres. 
Still tho plague spreads, and tha 


whole land from Waitaki to l-'oveax 
Strait is more or ioss infested with rab- 
bits. 
Many districts are just a vast war- 


ren, 
on which it i.s impossible to keep 


sheep at all. Mr. li. Campbell alone 
has been compelled to abandon. 250,000 
acres. 
Chiefly in Southland and Wal- 


lace Counties, and on the North Maira 
Lake and Greenstone Valley several 
other sheep farmers have also boon 
forced to abandon rims of from 15,000 to 
16,000 acres. 
Many estates, though less 


seriously injured than these, have still 
suffered so "•really that their value is 
immensely deteriorated, Eight runs, 
which formerly brought in a rental of 
£1,000 per annum, now lot for £170. 
The Burwood run. is instanced as ono 
which used to carry 80,000 sheep, but 
now barely provides food for 24,000, 
In 


1878 the total number of the sheep in 
colony was upward of 13,000,000; in 
1879 
it was reduced to about 11,500,000, 


and this decrease, though now consider- 
ably chocked, has continued. 
The loss 


on the exports of wool aud tallow is esti. 
mated at £500,000 per annum. On the 
other hand, in 1879, there were exported 
from New Zealand upward of 5,000,00t 
rabbit skins—value £40,769—ami in the 
following year upward of 7,000,000 rab- 
bit skiua sold for £06,976. — Gentleman's 
Magazine.

Coal Mining With Lime. 


At last there appears a possibility that 


tho terrible loss of life which annually 
occurs in these i.slu.s through mining acj 
cidents will soon be sen.sibly reduced. 
At tho present mooting of tho Iron and 
Steel Institute, Mr. Mosley read a long 
and instructive paper on a new method 
of winning coal. 
Tho principal feature 


is that cartridges containing lime in a 
highly caustic- condition are employed 
instead of explosives. 
After one of those 


lias been rammed down tightly to the 
bottom of tho sbot-holu and "tamped." 
water is injected into tho cartridges by 
means of a small force-pump and'hose, 
and a rapid generation of steam then 
takes place, gradually rending asunder 
the coal in all directions, and, in short 
performing all tho duties of gunpowder 
or dynamite. It is too early as yet to 
say whether this process will prove 
applicable in all cases. When lately tried 
at the Shipley oollierius it more than 
answered expectations, having worked 
140 tons more coal in 100 hours less time 
than the wedge method did in the next 
"stall." Commercially, therefore, its 
success seems to bo demonstrated under 
the conditions which exist at tho Shipley 
pits. 
It is further claimed for this in- 


vention, apparently on good grounds, 
that it 'gives absolute immunity from 
gas explosion, as no fire or flame is 
generated; that it does not create any 
smoke or noxious odor; that unskilled 
labor can work it, and that the men en- 
gaged always havo plenty of time to get 
away beforo the coal begins to fall. 
Should only a portion of these preten- 
sions bo established, coal winning by 
lime will assuredly replace all other 
methods.—London OloLe.

A Trip to "Jialily." 


NO. SIX, 


I decided to rernaiu two days at Las 


Vegas (The Medows), to visit the Hot 
Springs iu the vicinity, and to examine 
tho scenery. The place is situated »t a 
point where the vast plains are bountU.l 
ou tho vrest by the foot-liills of the moun- 
tains, aud some of the highest peaks in 
Spanish ranpro (the continuation south- 
ward of tho Sangre do Chrtsto) are in 
eight to tho northwest. 
Among these is 


"Old Baldy," called El Solitario by the 
Mexicans, which, as a familiar object of- 
ten greets the sight from many points of 
view in this section. Las Vegas was set- 
tled by the Mexicans some years before 
this Territory was occupied by the Amer- 
icans. 
A beautiful aud never-failing

It is the first town pu the road where 


we seo Unit the Spanish civilization, mod 
ilied by the conditions of Mexico, is 
joined by the English, intensified by tho 
new life iu "the States.1' The place con- 
sists of two villages, ono largely inhabi- 
ted by the Americans around the railroad 
depot; and the other1 by the Mexicans, a 
half milo to tho west 
across 
tho 


Gulimas 
river. 
They 
are 
con- 


nected by a horse railway. The atteu tion 
is first fixed iipon the sharp contrast iu 
tho styles o! pnvatc and public buildings 
iu tho two Hottlernentg, 
The modem 


woodern structures, formed iu our small 
cities iu tho East, and pointed iu bright 
colors, aro located close by the one-story, 
Hat-roofed, a dole, aud a dirt-colored 
house o£ tho Mexicans. When iu tho old 
portion ot the town it is not dllicult to con- 
ceive oneself to be in a foreign city. Tho 
streets are iu tho main vory narrow- 
mare alleys, quite filthy in appearance 
and lined with long mud-wall houses, 
The business portiou surrounds a Span- 
ish plaza, which has recently been orna- 
mented with trees 
and a substantial 


fence. The old inhabitants have swarthy 
faces, and sneak a language iu which aro 
at once recognized many Latin words. 
Trains o£ sleepy-looking burros, ladon 
with small sticks o£ wood, are driven 
along by the Indians, clothed in their 
picturesque costumes, or arc straddled 
by the lazy Mexicans, their feet nearly 
touching tho ground. Iu the place, nud 
scattered about on the plain iu the vicin- 
ity, are a number oE largo buildings, 
constructed in a square .'around placitas, 
open court5). 
Several wealthy and influential Mexican 


families, of very old stock, reside horo. 
You meet also u few enterprising Jews, 
among the number of that race who emi- 
grated to this country when it was gov- 
erned by Mexico, and who have acquired 
by trade immense riches in tho leading 
towns. They are classed with tho mosi 
mblic spirited] and intebgent people of 
,he Southwest. The place is supplied 
with a Presbyterian Seminary, a Jesuit 
lollego, tho Sisters' School for girls, rind 
a private academy for both sexes, I met 
somo of tho teachers in those institutions 
aud I was greatly pleased with their qual- 
ifications and their work. The President 
of tho Jesuit college is a gentleman o£ 
supeirior culture, most agreeable man- 
ners, was formerly a professor in a cath- 
olic Theological Seminary in France and 
is highly respected by all classes of peo- 
ple iu tins section. Iu tho Presbyterian 
school, young men are fitted to epgage in 
the missionary work which this church is 


cnpied most oE the year iu the usual oc- ; 
, cnpations o£ the country. Like tho In- . 


diana iu the' Pueblo farther west, they 
icld secret meetings in their council 
louses, with no windows and a small 
door on one Bide. 
The Penitentes aro' 


supposed to have their orgiui in the order 
oE the Franciscan Monks, who liegac 
'. 


;L;eir labors with earnest and self-Jeuy- 
11 ig missionary zeal among the Indian 
of that region, about three hundred ye:irs ! 
iince. They eortniuly have many of their ', 
religious customs. 
They are found In- : 


catwl in places to Ilie east toward the In- 
dian Territory, and in many parts of New 
Mexico, Arizona and Old Mexico. 


The Hot Springs are reached by a 


brunch of tho railroad, which extends 
nearly six miles from Las Vegas, winding 
into tho oiinou ot the Kio Gnllinas fully 
one inito from its month. 
Here iruuii

walks, a graceful bridge • spanning tho 
small I'ivi-r, two largo hotels capable of 
aecuniinodat-iug at least eight hundred 
guests, aud an eiegaut bath house. The 
tops of thp mountains are visible from 
points further in the range', winch is trav- 
ersed by this canon. Tho water iu the 
stream Hows rapidly along, clear, cold 
and sparkling. All about tho place aud 
on tho side of the hilis are evidences o£ 
erasiou from the action of tho river and 
oE au ancient local glacier. "Pot-holes" 
are seen high upon the sedimentary rocks, 
which border for a short distance the 
opening into the canon. Closely is the 
month of u cave which has been explored 
several hundred feet into tho steep emi- 
nence, back ot tho "Montezumu," the 
more spacious hotel. Scattered about in 
this depression, and crowning the sum- 
mits of these outlying foot-hills ot tbe 
mountains, are innumerable cedars and 
pines. Among the latter is tho Piuo;>, 
which yields, some years, a delicious etli- 
ble nut. Ou a bench of land at the bane 
of the hilla on the south side of the can- 
on, and near the hotels and bath house, 
are thefumous twenty-two springs, which 
supply a great abundance ot water. 


The temperature o£ these ranges from 


110 degrees to HO degrees Fuhr, iu a sit- 
uation 6,400.fact abovo tho sea, where 
rain water boils at 105 degrees. The 
medicinal and curative properties of some 
of these springs have been kuowu for a 
long period, especially by the Mexicans 
and Indians.

The close coutaet oE "tho Americanos" 


with tho old inhabitants of this town, has 
awakened a fixed, though somewhat quiet 
hostility, in tho minds of the latter. The 
aggressive and prompt movemeuts of the 
former prevent any violent and united 
outbreaks of these feelings, BO manifest 
m tho words and conduct of these dark- 
eyed aud treacherous looking 
people. 


Petty annoyances of many kinds are m- 
iltctcd upon the bated interlopers.

He is a clever, observant, 
brave man, who means to make money 
fairly and rule reasonably if he can ; but 
he takes thought to himself because ho 
is " wise in his generation," and has no 
guarantee for the permanency of his 
office, one created by -whim and of most 
uncertain tenure.
